111. BACKGROUND: 

Failure to Provide Supporting Schedules (Failure to Disclose All Financial Activity) 

Gary Johnson Victory Fund ("the Committee") amended its 2016 October Quarterly 
Report to disclose additional receipts of $348,520.03 and additional disbursements of 
$550,879.98, which were not disclosed in the original report (Attachments 2 and 3). 

On October 15, 2016, the Committee filed the original 2016 October Quarterly Report 
covering the period from July 1, 2016 through September 30, 2016. The report disclosed 
$1,425,785.68 in receipts on Line ll(a)(i) (Itemized Contributions From Individuals), 
$891,904.50 in receipts on Line ll(a)(ii) (Unitemized Contributions From Individuals), and 
$0.00 in receipts on Line 15 (Offsets to Operating Expenditures) of the Detailed Summary Page 
(Image 201610159032874570). The report also disclosed $1,360,116.63 in disbursements on 
Line 21(b) (Other Federal Operating Expenses), $0.00 in disbursements on Line 22 (Transfers to 
Affiliated/Other Party Committees), and $2,576.08 in disbursements on Line 28(a) (Refunds of 
Contributions to Individuals) of the Detailed Summary Page (Image 201610159032874570-71). 



On January 17, 2017, the Committee filed an Amended 2016 October Quarterly Report. 
The report disclosed $1,565,173.87 in receipts on Line ll(a)(i), $1,100,946.66 in receipts on 
Line 1 l(a)(ii), and $89.68 in receipts on Line 15 of the Detailed Summary Page, a total increase 
in receipts of $348,520.03 from the original report (Image 201701179041411360, Attachment 2). 
The report also disclosed $1,419,609.27 in disbursements on Line 21(b), $490,658.60 in 
disbursements on Line 22, and $3,304.82 in disbursements on Line 28(a) of the Detailed 
Summary Page, a total increase in disbursements of $550,879.98 from the original report (Image 
201701179041411360-61, Attachment 3). 

On February 20, 2017, a Request for Additional Information (RFAI) was sent to the 
Committee referencing the Amended 2016 October Quarterly Report, received January 17,2017. 
The RFAI requested clarification regarding the substantial increase in receipts and disbursements 
disclosed on the Amended 2016 October Quarterly Report (Image 201702200300080978). 

On March 27, 2017, the Committee filed a Miscellaneous Electronic Submission ("FEC 
Form 99") in response to the RFAI. The Committee stated, 

"The Committee responds to the two February 20, 2017 RFAIs, with responses 
due March 27, 2017, as follows: after the 2016 election, the Committee conducted 
an internal, audit to identify discrepancies in its reporting data. A number of 
incorrectly reported items were discovered, along with certain data sets from 
processing vendors that had not properly imported into the Committee's filing 
software. These errors were corrected in the amended reports filed January 17, 
2017, and all Committee data is now accurate to the penny" (Image 
201703279051892138). 

On April 26, 2017, the Reports Analysis Division (RAD) Analyst called and spoke to 
Christina Needham, the Committee's Treasurer. The RAD Analyst informed her that the 
Committee's response to the increase in receipts and disbursements disclosed on the Amended 
2016 October Quarterly Report, received January 17, 2017 was inadequate and that the matter 
would be referred for potential further action. The RAD Analyst advised her to promptly file an 
FEC Form 99 to provide any additional clarifying information she may want to have on the 
public record (Attachment 4). 

To date, no further communication has been received from the Committee regarding this 
matter.
